Woman was found in grassy area of gated community

AN inquest has been opened into 
the death of a young woman whose 
body was found on the grass area 
of a private community in Epsom 
this week. 

Beth Kelin, 22, from Epsom, was 
found dead in The Green in Epsom 
on Monday, March 7. 

Her family had been informed 
of her death by police. 

An investigation has already 
ruled out the possibility of third 
party involvement or suspicious 
circumstances surrounding her 
death. 


Members of the public walk¬ 
ing in the area around The Green 
alerted officers at about 1.45pm af¬ 
ter they became concerned for the 
safety of a woman. 

Officers found Ms Kelin in the 
central grass area of the leafy, 
gated community along with con¬ 
cerned witnesses. 

Ambulance, fire and air ambu¬ 
lance crews were called, but the 
woman was pronounced dead at 
2.35pm. 

Police tape fluttered in the wind 
while police officers guarded the 
area on Monday afternoon. 

Officers knocked on doors in the 
inner circle of The Green and told 
concerned residents that there 
was no safety issue for the public. 

One neighbour, who did not 


want to be identified, said: “I am 
very upset about it, it’s very sad.” 

A neighbour living in Ewell 
Downs Road was told the area had 
been taped off after a body was 
found and that police were not giv¬ 
ing out any more information. 

She said: “That is really horri¬ 
ble.” 

Shane Trafford, 41, a builder 
working on a house opposite the 
entrance to The Green said: “We 
were sitting out here having a tea, 
and we see the helicopter buzzing 
about. 

“The next thing, we see the po¬ 
lice floating about - this was at 
about 2pm. 

“There are quite a few building 
sites around here, but no one has 
been around to ask. 


“I’m quite shocked about it.” 

A spokesman for the South East 
Coast Ambulance Service said it 
was called to a private address and 
declined to comment further. 

A spokeswoman for Surrey Po¬ 
lice said: “Surrey Police has car¬ 
ried out an investigation following 
the discovery of a woman’s body 
in Epsom on Monday afternoon. 

“Officers are satisfied that there 
was no third party involvement 
or suspicious circumstances sur¬ 
rounding the death. 

“The file has now been passed to 
the coroner.” 

An inquest has been opened into 
the death of Ms Kelin at Woking 
Coroners’ Court. A date for the 
hearing will be announced in due 
course.

Papal medal for work organising trips to Lourdes for disabled and disadvantaged children 

Highest honour for man who took 
1,000 youngsters on pilgrimages

AFTER devoting 50 years of his life 
to taking disabled and disadvantaged 
children on pilgrimages, an Epsom 
man has been awarded the highest 
honour for non-clergy members by 
the Catholic Church. 

Since visiting the French holy site 
of Lourdes on a school trip as an 
18-year-old, John Flood, of Dorking 
Road, Epsom, estimates he has taken 
1,000 children on Easter pilgrimag¬ 
es with charity Hosanna House and 
Children’s Pilgrimage Trust (HCPT), 
having raised more than £500,000. 

He was awarded the medal by the 
Bishop of Arundel and Brighton 
on Sunday, March 6, at St Joseph’s 
Church, in St Margaret Drive, Ep¬ 
som. 

The 69-year-old said: “I was very 
honoured and very overwhelmed to

receive the Papal medal. 

“I wasn’t expecting it at all and 
I was only told about it on Sunday 
morning just before church. 

“It was a bit of a shock.” 

Mr Flood, who has lived in Epsom 
for 34 years, said his wife, siblings, 
grandchildren and all but one of his 
four children were there to see him 
receive it. 

But he maintained he felt the med¬ 
al was not just for him but for St Jo¬ 
seph’s Church, which he helped to 
establish in Epsom 15 years ago and 
HCPT, which sends between 1,500 and 
2,000 children to Lourdes every year. 

But George Overton, head of fund¬ 
raising at HCPT, said that was typical 
of the modest and humble Mr Flood, 
who was totally deserving of the hon¬ 
our. 

Mr Overton said: “While I believe 
there’s no set limit on Papal medals, 
they don’t give many of them out at 
all, so this is a very high honour. 

“But John is completely deserving 
of this - he’s helped so, 
so many children and 
young adults. 

“Not just in leading 
the trips but all the 
hours of fundraising 
and admin that’s gone 
into it over the years 
too. 

“What he’s done for 
disabled and disadvan¬ 
taged children is abso¬ 
lutely immeasurable 
and he deserves great 
recognition. 

“I’m not surprised 
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John Flood with his medal at St Joseph’s Church, Epsom 


he’s being so modest about it - that’s 
just John.” 

Mr Flood said he’s seen a physical 
or emotional improvement in every 
single child after visiting the small 
town in south-west France. 

But he also said the pilgrimages 
aren’t just about religion; they also 
give children with a range of physi¬ 
cal and mental disabilities, as well as 


those with bereavements and family 
problems, the chance to go on a hol¬ 
iday. 

This year will be his 50th trip. 

He said it will be even more mem¬ 
orable because it falls just three 
months after two of his grandchil¬ 
dren were born on Christmas Day.

concern as school expands 


Epsom to an all-through 
primary school, meaning 
it would admit pupils aged 
between four and 11 as 
well as two-year-olds to an 
expanded nursery. 

From September 2016 the 
school would be known 
as Danetree Primary 
School and would admit an 
additional 90 children to the 
new nursery and reception 
classes. 

Headteacher James Broad 
believes the expansion 
would help meet a rising 


demand for primary school 
places in Epsom. He said: 
“We believe that becoming a 
primary school would be in 
the best educational interest 
of the school and pupil.” 

But residents have written 
to the county council, 
raising concerns over traffic 
congestion around the 
school in Danetree Road. 
Dawn Staker, of Vernon 
Close, West Ewell wrote: 
“There have been so many 
near-misses with the amount 
of traffic already using 


Gadesden Road and Vernon 
Close.” 

Josephine Abou Bakr of 
Danetree Close, West Ewell 
wrote: “I also have concerns 
that if an emergency 
occurred during this time 
the fire and ambulance 
vehicles may be unable to get 
through.” 

But Mr Broad has 
downplayed these fears and 
believes admitting a wider 
age range would enable 
families to have all their 
children at one school - 


removing the need to travel 
to separate schools, and 
reducing the number of cars 
in the area. He said: “As a 
school, we will continue to 
work closely with families 
to encourage and support 
safe and sustainable travel 
initiatives such as cycling 
and walking buses.”

spearhead 

EPSOM and Ewell 
Eurosceptics are set to meet 
this weekend with prominent 
Brexit advocate and local MP 
Chris Grayling to discuss 
the upcoming referendum 
campaign.

The meeting itself will be 
held on Saturday, March 12, 
at 1pm in the meeting room 
at the back of the Epsom 
Conservative Club in Church 
Street, Epsom. 

Mr Grayling dismissed 
the notion the venue 
choice would alienate 
non-Conservatives, urging 
supporters of all parties to 
attend. 

He said: “The meeting is 
for people of all parties and 
none - and I hope anyone 
who wants to help will come 
along. I am campaigning 
for Britain to leave the EU 
because I want us to be able 
to take decisions in our own 
national interest.” 


One day, two cars catching fire on M25 


TWO cars caught fire on the 
M25 within 24 hours of each 
other this week, causing 
heavy delays for motorists 
trying to get to and from 
work. 

A Peugeot 5008 was com¬ 
pletely destroyed after it 
caught fire in one of the mid¬ 
dle lanes of the M25 before 
the driver could safely pull 
over to the hard shoulder on 
Monday, March 7. 

The next morning, a car 
fire caused five miles of 
tailbacks for motorists and 
obscured drivers’ vision as 
heavy smoke billowed out. 

First, the engine of the 
Peugeot 5008 failed between 
junctions 8 for Reigate and 9 
Leatherhead at about 8.15pm 
on Monday. 

The male driver did not 
have time to pull over to the 
hard shoulder before his car 
burst into flames, according 
to firefighters. 

Firefighters from Leather- 
head, Reigate and Painshill 
fire stations were called and 
reached the burning car at 
about 8.30pm. 

Two firefighters wearing 
breathing apparatus sprayed 
down the flaming wreckage 
and looked after the man and 
his daughter, who was the 
only passenger. 

The Highways Agency en¬ 
sured they were taken safely 
home. 

The fire was extinguished 
by about 8.45pm, but traffic 
was held up as far as junc¬ 
tion 10 (Guildford) while fire 
crews cleaned the carriage¬ 
ways of debris. 



A spokesman from Leath¬ 
erhead fire station said: “The 
man and his daughter were 
OK, but the car was com¬ 
pletely destroyed. 

“They got out of the car 
and then we looked after 
them in the back of the 
fire engine and kept them 
warm.” 

Then, on Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, a car on fire on the hard 
shoulder of the M25 anti¬ 
clockwise just before junc¬ 
tion 11 (Chertsey) caused 
heavy delays. 

Flames could be seen leap¬ 
ing from the bonnet of the 
pale coloured car, with black 
smoke rising up into the 
nearby trees. 

As Surrey Police and 
Surrey Fire and Rescue at¬ 
tended the fire, traffic was 


congested back to junction 13 Car 
for Staines. trouble: 

Commuters were warned a 
to be careful as they drove Peugeot 
past as smoke was blowing 5008 wa 
across the busy motorway, one of 
potentially blocking drivers’ the cars 
vision. that 

There was heavy conges- .. 
tion while the fire was dealt ug 
with, but the carriageway ! ire 
was expected to have been the M25 
cleared by 8.15am. 

A driver tweeted a picture 
of the car on fire from the 
passenger seat. No-one was 
injured as a result of the fire.

Junior doctors on strike 


IN THE first strike since the 
Government imposed a new 
contract, Epsom and St Heli¬ 
er hospitals’ junior doctors 
braved the cold on Wednes¬ 
day to voice their discontent. 

The protest took on a more 
pro-active approach than 
previous ones - the first of 
which was the first doctor 
walk-out in 40 years. 


On Wednesday junior doc¬ 
tors picketed outside of St 
Helier Hospital, as well as 
setting up in Epsom town 
centre to take blood pressure 
readings of members of the 
public. They were also joined 
by the Lewisham and Green¬ 
wich NHS Trust Choir who 
scored the Christmas num¬ 
ber one single last year.

Temple’s expansion 'would 
be death knell for business’

STONELEIGH residents be¬ 
lieve that a Hindu temple be¬ 
ing allowed to more than tri¬ 
ple its capacity could mean 
the death knell for local busi¬ 
nesses. 

The Sri Raja Rajeswari 
Amman Temple has applied 
for permission to increase 
the capacity for worshippers 
from 250 to 850 and build res¬ 
idential accommodation for 
temple priests. 

The chairman of the tem¬ 
ple said the increased capac¬ 
ity would allow more people 
to go to weddings and other 
ceremonies. 

But residents allege that 
plans to extend the temple 
“could mean that residents 
will no longer be able to 
find a parking space on the 
Broadway during events”. 

Paul Steynberg, 47, from 
nearby Briarwood Road, 
Stoneleigh, has worked with 
a number of residents to 
raise awareness of the pro¬ 


posal via Facebook, flyers 
and petitions at businesses 
on the Broadway 
Petitions against the ex¬ 
pansion have received more 
than 800 signatures. 

Mr Steynberg said: “Every 
time there is a major event at 
the temple, parking in Stone¬ 
leigh becomes a nightmare. 

“What if an emergency 
vehicle had to get through? It 
would be impossible. 


“Now the temple is pro¬ 
posing a massive increase in 
space and estimated 50 wed¬ 
dings will be held every year. 

“This will bring more peo¬ 
ple into Stoneleigh, more 
frequently and for longer pe¬ 
riods. Our roads and parking 
just cannot cope.” 

Margaret Kimberley, 79, 
owner of Maggies Pets in the 
Broadway, Stoneleigh, has 
run her store for 28 years. 


She said: “I’m trying to 
run a business here and now 
they want to get 850 people in 
there with limited parking.” 

Anthony Smith, 78, who 
is retired and lives in Elm¬ 
wood Drive, Stoneleigh, said: 
“This new development will 
bring about more non-resi¬ 
dents coming to Stoneleigh. 

“Stoneleigh already strug¬ 
gles when these events are 
held, and this could be the 
death knell for a lot of busi¬ 
nesses.” 

Kuna Singham, temple 
chairman, downplayed the 
effect of increased capacity, 
saying it would only be busi¬ 
er “mostly on Sundays”. 

He added: “The temple is 
organised by professional 
people and we are really sen¬ 
sitive to public opinion. 

“So every day we are put¬ 
ting notices up encouraging 
people to come by car pool or 
come by public transport.”

New planning application is set to spark fresh controversy 

Third bid expected for 
multi-faith cemetery

THE ongoing row over a pro¬ 
posed Banstead multi-faith cem¬ 
etery has reignited because a 
fresh bid is set to be submitted at 
the end of this month. 

A vehement public rejection 
saw two previous bids by appli¬ 
cant Anisha Amin for a large 
burial ground and a chapel on 25 
acres of pastureland in Croydon 
Lane withdrawn in April and 
November last year. 

Cemetery developer Justin 
Smith has said the opposition 
is down to ‘scaremongering and 
racial elements’. 

The chapel’s size has been 
reduced by about a third and 
fresh research into the impact 
on traffic will be provided, but 
campaigner Daniel Diodato said 
it was unlikely to make a differ¬ 
ence. 

Mr Diodato, of Longcroft Av¬ 
enue, repudiated accusations of 
racism, saying the main issue is 
that the plot is on greenbelt land. 

There are also concerns about 
an as-yet undisclosed ‘phase two’ 


for the cemetery, Mr Diodato 
said. Before it was withdrawn, 
the second application attracted 
more than 550 online objections 
- with most concerned over the 
use of greenbelt land. 

But Honor Donkin, of Heath 
Close, Banstead, wrote: “It is 
well-nigh impossible for Chris¬ 
tians to be buried in a graveyard 
these days, so I can appreciate 
the (Muslim?) community would 


want to have somewhere to bury 
their dead.” 

Mr Smith contended a ceme¬ 
tery would have to built in the 
north of Reigate and Banstead 
borough, due to an impending 
shortage of burial plots. 

An application from Ms Amin 
and Cemetery Development Ser¬ 
vices is to go in by the end of 
March - residents will be able to 
see it at reigate-banstead.gov.uk.

SURREY Police spent almost 
£60,000 on an eight-week adver¬ 
tising campaign to discourage 
residents from dialling 999 for 
non-emergencies while an¬ 
nouncing hundreds of job cuts. 

A further £3,000 will be need¬ 
ed to internally assess the pro¬ 
gramme’s effectiveness, Surrey 
Police said. 

The campaign includes televi¬ 
sion, cinema, radio and back-of- 
bus adverts - as well as an online 
game - for a £59,532 outlay. 

In November, Surrey Police 
announced a cut of 400 jobs and 
£25million over the next four 
years, despite rising reports of 
rape, domestic abuse and inci¬ 
dents involving vulnerable peo¬ 
ple. 

But the force argued the ‘Po¬ 
licing Matters’ campaign needs 
to reduce the number of phone 
calls which result in officers at¬ 
tending an incident by 830 per 
year to break even. 

This is part of a wider cam¬ 
paign - Policing in Your Neigh¬ 
bourhood - to resolve 25,000 
more calls without sending of¬ 
ficers out, which Surrey Police 
said would save £1.8million. 

These figures are based on 
an average of 1.8 officers per 
deployment at a cost of £40 per 
officer. 

A Surrey Police spokesman 
said: “To give context around 
the decision to launch this cam¬ 
paign, analysis completed in 


2015 showed that over a one year 
period Surrey Police attended 
10,270 incidents which weren’t 
policing matters. 

“An estimated cost of £739,440 
was incurred by responding to 
calls that are the responsibility 
of another organisation.” 

Examples of incidents which 
the police hope will be dealt with 
by other agencies include fly-tip¬ 
ping and motorists who steal 
petrol. 

A police spokesman also said 
issues related to mentally ill 
people would be best resolved 


by healthcare professionals be¬ 
cause police officers and call re¬ 
sponders are not trained to deal 
with such incidents. 

Dia Chakravarty, political 
director at the Taxpayers’ Al¬ 
liance, said: “Taxpayers are al¬ 
ways sceptical about expensive 
campaigns like these which often 
end up wasting a huge amount 
of money, achieving very little. 

“Local residents will want 
to keep a very close eye on this 
campaign to see if it really has 
saved money and freed up police 
time.” 


Medics urge a full check of symptoms by a professional 

Meningitis warning as 
scarlet fever rockets

PARENTS have been urged to 
be vigilant after an outbreak of 
scarlet fever in the borough last 
month. 

In the four weeks up to Febru¬ 
ary 28 there were 33 suspected 
cases of the disease recorded 
by health authorities in Surrey 
- 43.5 per cent higher than over 
the same period last year. 

Reigate and Banstead borough 
was hit the hardest, with 11 cas¬ 
es, while Mole Valley had three. 

Scarlet fever, an infectious dis¬ 
ease mainly affecting children, 
is characterised by a pink-red 
sandpapery rash, high tempera¬ 
ture and a sore throat. 

It rarely leads to further prob¬ 
lems if it is treated correctly. 

However Dr Ivan Ratnayake, 
of the Ashley Centre Surgery, in 
Epsom, said parents who spot¬ 
ted the symptoms should not 
dismiss them as scarlet fever, be¬ 
cause it could be the potentially 
fatal bacterial meningitis, which 
has a ten per cent death rate. 

Dr Ratnayake said: “The rash 
seen with scarlet fever can mim¬ 
ic that of meningitis - and it’s 
hard to diagnose over the phone. 

“I would always encourage 
parents, if they spot the symp-

toms, to get their child seen by a 
doctor. 

“I wouldn’t even discourage 
them to go to the hospital if they 
can’t be seen by a GP immediate¬ 
ly - you want to get your child 
looked at as soon as possible. 

“I would not encourage a 
lay person to try to tell the 
difference. 

“Just because scarlet fever 
is going around, don’t dismiss 
meningitis because that could be 
very dangerous.” 

Scarlet fever is particularly 
prevalent in March and April, 


with the ‘low’ periods occur¬ 
ring in the autumn and winter 
months. 

Theresa Lamagni, Public 
Health England’s head of strep¬ 
tococcal infection surveillance, 
said after a reported increase in 
scarlet fever in 2014, levels of the 
disease had remained high. 

Dr Lamagni said: “Increasing 
numbers are currently being 
seen in line with the usual sea¬ 
sonal pattern, where we typical¬ 
ly see increasing activity over 
the course of the winter and 
spring. 

“Whilst scarlet fever is not 
usually a severe illness it should 
be treated with antibiotics to re¬ 
duce the risk of further compli¬ 
cations and to minimise the risk 
of spread to others. 

“If you or your child develops 
any of the symptoms of scarlet 
fever you should contact your 
GP. 

“Children or adults diagnosed 
with scarlet fever are advised 
to stay at home until at least 24 
hours after the start of antibiot¬ 
ic treatment to avoid spreading 
the infection to others.”

STARTER homes could soon 
be built on the site of a for¬ 
mer research laboratory in 
Tadworth after Reigate and 
Banstead Borough Council 
purchased the lease. 

The council rushed to ac¬ 
quire the lease of the vacant 
estate at Unit 1, Pittwood 
Park, Tadworth last month 
because the normal 28-day 
decision period would have 
meant risking losing the op¬ 
portunity to buy it. 

As plans for the site are 
still in early stages, Reigate 
and Banstead Borough Coun¬ 
cil officers have said that 
details are still vague about 
how many homes could be 
built and who would be re¬ 
sponsible for building them. 

Unit 1 at the Pittwood Park 
site used to be a laboratory 
used for perfumery, food re¬ 
search and shampoo testing 
but has been vacant for more 
than two years. 

The decision to buy the 1.3 


acre site was made at an Of¬ 
ficer Key Decision meeting 
on Monday, February 15. 

Councillor Natalie Bram- 
hall, executive member for 
property and regeneration, 
said: “The council already 
owns the freehold for the 
former research laboratory 
at Pittwood Park industrial 
estate in Tadworth, which 
has been vacant for over two 
years. 


“By acquiring the lease¬ 
hold interest we will be able 
to deliver a scheme of new 
starter homes on the site to 
help local people onto the 
property ladder, along with a 
number of units for sale on 
the open market. 

“Now the site has been ac¬ 
quired, we will decide wheth¬ 
er it is more beneficial to sell 
it with outline planning con¬ 
sent for the homes or to de¬ 


velop them ourselves, poten¬ 
tially retaining some to rent 
out and retain the income. 

“As the council already 
owns the freehold, acquiring 
the leasehold interest will 
also significantly increase 
the value of our asset.” 

John Reed, head of prop¬ 
erty at the council, said: “We 
have undertaken prelimi¬ 
nary studies on the number 
of houses that can go on the 
site but it is too early for us 
to confirm precise numbers. 

“We are in the process of 
appointing architects. 

“Once they are appoint¬ 
ed we will have a clearer 
timescale for the likely sub¬ 
mission date for a planning 
application. 

“On the construction time¬ 
table, this is not possible to 
predict at this stage as we 
have not made a decision on 
whether to sell the site or de¬ 
velop it ourselves.”

EPSOM and St Helier Hospital 
patients are being asked to have 
their say on quality and safety 
issues, out of hospital care and 
travel planning and accessibili¬ 
ty 

On Saturday, March 19, both 
hospitals will host open days to 
allow the public to say what they 
want from their local hospitals 
as part of the next stage of the 
trust’s Estates Review 

The feedback will be used to 
shape the criteria for changes to 
be made beyond 2020. 

Epsom and St Helier Universi¬ 
ty Hospitals NHS Trust consult¬ 
ed the public about the hospi¬ 
tals’ long-term strategy between 
June 2015 and December 2015. 

The trust held open days to 
encourage feedback and asked 
patients and potential hospital 
visitors to rank a number of 
criteria in order of their impor¬ 
tance. 

Twenty-nine per cent of re¬ 
spondents selected ‘high quality 
care’ as one of their top three 


priorities, 24 per cent chose ‘in¬ 
fection-free care’ and 15 per cent 
‘a welcoming and pleasant envi¬ 
ronment’. 

Following the review, the trust 
identified ‘the need to strength¬ 
en staffing in key service areas’, 
‘variability in the delivery of 
clinical care’, ‘poor estates’ and 
the ‘need to create a recurrent 
surplus each year’ as the main 
challenges they face before 2020. 


Despite the announcement 
of further public consultation, 
health campaigners are worried 
about a report put before the 
trust’s board in June 2015. 

Daniel Elkeles and other exec¬ 
utive directors will be in the Lec¬ 
ture Theatre at St Helier Hospi¬ 
tal on March 19 between 10am 
and 12.10pm and in Conference 
Room One at Epsom Hospital be¬ 
tween 2pm and 4.10pm.

Sort out the 
bad drivers 

REGARDING the expansion 
of Danetree school, yes it has 
plenty of room to expand and 
would be ideal. 

It would still have room to 
have good playing fields and 
sports facilities, which are 
essential for healthy children. 

However, tesidents on a 
regular basis struggle with the 
poor disciplined drivers and 
parents who drop their children 
at the school. 

Frequently parking on 
yellow lines, within 10m of 
junctions, they would be the 
first to complain if an accident 
happened. 

Not all are selfish, rude or 
lazy but a large proportion of 
them sadly are. 

It concerns many that the 
local side roads are too small 
and too busy at school start 
and finish times to take on 
double the amount of traffic 
if the school expands which is 
technically doubling its size. 

There seems to be no thought 
about the Highway Code or 
safety when parting within 10m 
of junctions, very infrequently 
is it policed, as the police say it 
is the local council who issue 
highway offence tickets - what 
a revenue earner it would be 
between 8.30am and 9am, and 
then from 3pm to 3.45pm. 

It is very dangerous between 
Danetree Road, Chessington 
Road and Lansdowne Road. 

Cars park where they feel they 
can, they park on the pavement 
even, with no consideration 
for people walking with 
pushchairs or wheelchairs. 
Parents obstruct local residents’ 
driveways, and freely give 
verbal abuse if you ask them to 
park with more consideration. 

One lady had her window 
smashed as she asked a driver 
not to block her driveway 


The old part of the 
Chessington Road technically 
is still a 30mph zone and not 
pedestrian zone. 

There is a turnaround for 
delivery drivers, minibuses and 
refuge vehicles, but they use 
that as parking spaces. 

Our front gardens are used to 
turn around too. Not acceptable. 

If the school is to be 
developed then there needs to 
be an “in” and “out” road from 
Oakhurst Road out to Gadesden 
Road or visa versa, which 
takes the cars into the school 
grounds. 

The staff at the school need to 
take charge of the parents who 
are at times difficult. 

Danetree Road should become 
one way, this would be safer too. 

When a local bus is on its 


route, it needs the whole of the 
road when exiting Danetree 
Road into Chessington Road 
and struggles at school exit time 
to get around all the illegally 
parked cars. 

Maybe the school can stagger 
the start of the nursery, infant 
part and junior part to ease 
traffic flow. 

The exit road from the old 
part of Chessington Road to the 
new part needs to be widened, 
as at present drivers do not 
position themselves correctly 
when turning right towards 
Ruxley Lane/Roundabout 
and people who wish to travel 
towards Ewell Village have to 
wait. Drivers turning right take 
up the whole junction at times.

Invest in a survey 



Fine & Country explain the 
importance of home surveys 
and what's available... 

You've found the home of your 
dreams but before you get 
swept away, it's important to 
ensure the property is not 
going to crumble around you. 

People are often seduced by 
the way a property looks and 
feels and then ignore peeling 
paint, crumbling bricks or 
gurgling pipes. 

But a few hundred pounds 
spent on a property survey 
could save thousands of pounds 
later on. A survey should also 
highlight potential flaws in a 
property, which could help 
when negotiating the price. 
Where do I start? Most buyers 
rely on a mortgage lender's val¬ 
uation. This will reveal serious 
defects that are likely to affect 
the property's value but it is 
only a cursory look at a home 
by the mortgage lender, to 
ensure it is worth the money. 


What is the process? A valua¬ 
tion is usually a straightforward 
process. The surveyor will check 
the property and assess the 
value based on its general con¬ 
dition, the value of homes 
recently sold in the area and 
the buoyancy of the housing 
market. 

The report will contain a sum¬ 
mary of the condition and com¬ 
ments on any general faults 
that may exist. This valuation is 
probably enough if purchasing 
a new build but if you are buy¬ 
ing an older property, then it is 
worth having a more compre¬ 
hensive survey carried out. 
What sort of survey should I 
have? There are two main kinds 
of survey, which are recognised 
by The Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors 
(www.rics.org) - a homebuyer's 
or a building survey. Both are 
carried out by chartered survey¬ 
ors. A homebuyer's survey is 
more detailed than a valuation 
report. Like the valuation, the 


survey will check the general 
condition of the property and 
any major faults, as well as 
urgent problems that need spe¬ 
cialist advice. 

It will test for damp in walls, 
damage to timbers and the con¬ 
dition of damp-proofing. It also 
covers insulation and drainage, 
plus the estimated cost of 
rebuilding the property for 
insurance purposes, along with 
the value of the home on the 
open market. 

This survey is not suitable for 
properties needing renovation 
or major alterations. For these 
kinds of projects, a full structur¬ 
al survey or building survey is 
required, although an in depth 
building survey can be per¬ 
formed on any property. 

It highlights major issues, as 
well as minor defects and the 
cost of repairs, technical infor¬ 
mation on the construction of 
the property, the materials 
used, plus the location. 

Should I have a survey? A 


survey is similar to a health 
check for your new home. While 
it may seem like an unnecessary 
cost, it's the equivalent of a full 
check-up, so you know what 
you're buying and its value. 

It is worth paying a few hun¬ 
dred pounds now to save on 


unexpected expenditure and 
hassle in the future. Some 
homeowners will invest in a sur¬ 
vey before putting their proper¬ 
ty on the market. This is an 
effective way to identify any 
issues that might need to be 
addressed before the property 


is listed with an estate agent 
and may accelerate the sale 
process. It also shows potential 
buyers that you care about your 
home and have done every¬ 
thing possible to ensure it is 
ready for the new owner.

Comedian Richard Herring 
talks to PATRICK GRAFTON-GREEN 
about life on the circuit, 
fatherhood and his new show, 
Happy Now?, which comes 
to Croydon this week and 
Sutton next month. 


After years of being a wandering single- 
ton, Richard Herring has finally settled 
down with a wife and tiny baby. 

His new show, Happy Now?, explores 
whether a move towards domestic 
bliss has finally brought him 
happiness. 

The 48-year-old - known for his work 
with Stewart Lee in the 1990s and more 
recently for his hugely successful Leicester 
Square Podcast - has always been refresh¬ 
ingly honest and spoken in the past about 
his struggles with depression and anxiety. 

He told us: "Having got to the point now 
that I have a wife and baby it's about 
whether I'm finally happy after years of 
skirting around depression and skirting 
around being dissatisfied with my life. 

"It's about whether it's possible to be 
happy and about what happiness means. 

"It's quite a sweet show, like a lot of my 
stuff it has this weird juxtaposition of some 
quite edgy stuff with quite a bit of heart. 

"There's a bit about becoming a dad later 
in life and the fears of that - there's all the 
terrible things that could go wrong." 

The prolific stand-up is on his fourteenth 
tour since 2001, but he admits touring is 
not something he particularly enjoys. 

With age and fatherhood it isn't getting 
any easier - however the grind is worth it as 
he continues to attract audiences of 
hundreds of people across the country. 

He said: "It's always been a lonely thing 
touring, the older you get more it becomes 
about doing the show and going to the 
hotel. 

"Everything around it is quite irritating 
and annoying - the travel is quite annoying, 
the hotel is quite annoying, I just get quite 
lonely. 

"But after spending the last 15 years 
touring every year on my own, I've built up 
an audience, so it's very satisfying going to 
a place and find there are people there 
coming to see me. 

"I do really like my job and every night I 
try and make the show better than the 
night before. 

"Being a dad, I'm aware people's nights 
out are precious, so I try to give them as 
good a show as possible." 

Herring, who cites the likes of Sara Pascoe 
and Nick Helm as the current comedians he 
most admires, says he has always wanted to 
make people laugh. 


He said: "I think I wanted to be a clown 
when I was really little. To be a comedian I 
think you really have to want to do it, it's a 
very odd job and it's very hard to make it. 

"You have to really love what you're doing 
and I always loved people who were 
funny and I always loved making 
people laugh, so I think it was right 
in there innately in terms of what I 
wanted to do." 

And, from the sounds of ] 
things, his little girl might 
follow in his footsteps. 

He added: "She's a very 
disarming young 
person, she'll smile at 
everyone and it's an 
amazingly powerful 
thing when you see it. 

"She'll make every¬ 
one light up because 
she's so happy."

In the wake of a wildly successful podcast, 
comedian Stuart Goldsmith is taking 
his award-nominated first solo comic 
expedition on the road. 

His show, An Hour, was nominated last 
year for the Amused Moose Comedy 
Award at the Edinburgh fringe festival 
and heads to Outside the Box at the 
Fighting Cocks in Kingston on March 14 
and Back Door at The Secombe in Sutton 
on April 27. Goldsmith spoke enthusiasti¬ 
cally about setting off on the road. 

He said: "I'm so excited. Normally when 
I do a show there's a bit where I think to 
myself that the audience may not like it, 
but with this show I'll start giggling to 
myself knowing that the great coffee bit 
is coming up, and after that there's the 
brilliant Jack Reacher bit." 

The show's title originates from an old 
music hall joke: "What's it about? It's 
about an hour." Goldsmith explained he 


chose the name as a deliberate attempt 
to hamstring his own narrative tenden¬ 
cies: the show is not about anything in 
particular, it's a series of funny jokes. 

Goldsmith knows a thing about writing 
jokes. Since 2012 he has interviewed 
some of the world's funniest comics for 
his The Comedian's Comedian Podcast. 

The podcast has featured the likes of 
Matt Lucas, Ross Noble and Sarah Millican 
and began because Goldsmith wanted to 
learn how to write a joke. 

"There's very little support for comics. 
We support each other in dressing rooms 
and give each other notes, and if you're 
mates with someone they'll come and 
watch your show and give you tips and 
advice, but there's no actual training." 

So after an interesting chat with Steve 
Evans over a coffee which Goldsmith 
wished he had recorded because he 
admits to forgetting large swathes of it, 


he decided to record any future chinwags 
with his peers, and so began the podcast. 

"It's a bit like being Kermit," advances 
Goldsmith, in between scoffs of laughter. 

"He's sort of in charge of The Muppet 
Show but he's also one of the acts, he 
helps everyone do their thing better, and 
I get to be Kermit for comedians." 

A huge factor in the success of the pod¬ 
cast is its influence on aspiring comedi¬ 
ans. A listener from New Zealand, who did 
his first comedy show off the back of lis¬ 
tening to the podcast, sent his fee to 
Goldsmith as a gesture of thanks. 

"I've got a list of 35 people who listened 
to the show and its given them the nudge 
to try their hand at comedy."

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FILM REVIEW: 
ANOMAIISA (15) 

Fittingly given its title, this offbeat 
gem is a true anomaly in the very 
best sense. 

Directors Charlie Kauffman and 
Duke Johnson have achieved a cine¬ 
matic miracle, creating something 
archly artificial yet also one of the 
most resonant studies of the human 
condition on film. 

Produced using stop motion and 
puppets that are deliberately, dis- 
tractingly not quite realistic (you can 
see the joins across their faces), the 
filmmakers explore what it feels like 
when the spark drops out of life. 

David Thewlis voices Michael 
Stone, a British retail expert living 
Stateside and staying in a hotel so 
he can deliver a keynote speech at a 
conference. 

But he's in an existential despair 
where everyone looks and sounds 
the same (and are voiced by Tom 
Noonan). That is until he meets Lisa, 
an insecure call centre employee. 
She sounds and looks different (and 
is played by Jennifer Jason Leigh) 
and Michael feels his spark return. 

While nearly everyone looks and 
sounds the same and everything is 
in stop motion puppetry, this is 
sharply observed and painfully real. 
There is humour, lots of awkward¬ 
ness and sadness - and faultless, 
authentic dialogue. 

At times this film is laugh-out- 
loud funny, at times it will make you 
squirm and it will probably make 
you despair. In movie terms, not a lot 
really happens but Anomalisa is 
heartwrenchingly memorable.

Multiple awards and an Oscar nomi¬ 
nation only scratch the surface of 
what you need to know about 
Charlie Kaufman's new movie 
Anomalisa. 

When the Eternal Sunshine of the 
Spotless Mind and Being John 
Malkovich scribe wrote the radio 
play more than a decade ago, he 
never intended for it to be for the 
big screen. 

Then five years ago, Kaufman was 
approached by animation studio 
Starburn Industries and joined 
stop-motion expert Duke Johnson as 
co-director. 

Kaufman said: "I'd never met Duke 
before, now we're like brothers." 

Funding was initially secured 
through Kickstarter before London- 
born producer Keith Calder stepped 
in to finance its completion. 

Johnson said: "We were like 'how 
are we going to get the money?' We 
dipped our toe in traditional 
financing avenues but somebody 
mentioned Kickstarter and we 
thought we'd try it." 

Anomalisa follows a retail expert, 
Michael Stone (David Thewlis) who is 
staying at a hotel so he can deliver a 
speech at a conference. But he 



cannot connect with anyone. 

Everyone sounds the same and 
looks the same (and is voiced by 
Tom Noonan), until he meets inse¬ 
cure Lisa (Jennifer Jason Leigh). 

Kaufman said: "I read about this 
thing called the Fregoli Syndrome, 
which is the belief that everyone 
else in the world is the same person. 

"I thought that would be kind of 
cool for a character to suffer from a 
metaphorical version of that. 

He added: "I thought the issue was 
this character couldn't connect to 
people and I put him in this 
environment where you don't 
have real connections with people, 
where you have fake connections 
that seem real - like the hotel and 


working with industry people. I 
seemed interesting for me for him t 
have this struggle and do it in 
stylised way." 

Though it was not envisagei 
to ever be visual, Johnson's stop 
motion puppetry fits it perfectly. 

Johnson said: "There is somethin] 
interesting in how this works. I 
wasn't intended for this medium bu 
it seems to fit it." 

Anomalisa has been well receivei 
critically but the accolades have no 
transferred into commercial succes 
since its release in the States las 
year, which has understandabl 
disappointed Johnson and Kaufmar 

Certainly a part of the reason couli 
be a reluctance for audiences to tak 
a risk on animated films. Haifa mil 
lion illegal downloads has no doub 
harmed box office takings, too. 

Kaufman said: "If you make ou 
movie and it does really well - am 
really well at our level, not at tb 
level of Deadpool - that's a game 
changer. But if it is not making a 
much as it cost, it is not a game 
changer for anybody - for us or any 
one trying to do this sort of thing."

A GROUP of Brownies will 
become space biologists and 
embark on a voyage of dis¬ 
covery by growing seeds that 
have been into space with 
Major Tim Peake. 

Youngsters at 1st Ewell 
Village (St Mary’s) Brown¬ 
ies and Guides are one of 
10,000 schools and communi¬ 
ty groups UK-wide chosen to 
grow two sets of seeds and 
compare them. 

One set will have been into 
space, and the other will not 
have, but they do not know 
which is which. 

In September, 2kg of rocket 
seeds were flown to the Inter¬ 
national Space Station (ISS) 
on Soyuz 44S where they 
spent several months in mi¬ 
crogravity. They will return 
to Earth later this month. 

It was part of Rocket Sci¬ 
ence, an educational project 
launched by both the RHS 
Campaign for School Garden¬ 
ing and the UK Space Agency 

The experiment is intend¬ 
ed to teach children about 


the possibility of preserving 
human life on another plan¬ 
et, how astronauts survive 
long-term missions in space 
and the difficulties of grow¬ 
ing fresh food in challenging 
climates. 

District commissioner 
Mary Zoeller said: “We are 
very excited to be taking part 
in Rocket Science. This ex¬ 


periment is a fantastic way of 
teaching our Brownies and 
Guides to think more scien¬ 
tifically and share their find¬ 
ings with the whole unit.” 

Rocket Science is one of 
the educational projects 
developed by the UK Space 
Agency to celebrate British 
ESA astronaut Tim Peake’s 
Principia mission to the ISS.

ALEXANDRA Rickham 
is hoping that support in 
Blighty will push her to a 
gold medal performance in 
her last chance Paralympic 
saloon. 

The 34-year-old from Ep¬ 
som has been selected for 
the ParalympicsGB sailing 
squad travelling out to Rio de 
Janeiro this summer, where 
she and partner Niki Birrell 
will compete in the SKUD 18 
class. 

It will be the third 
Paralympic appearance for 
the five-time world champi¬ 
ons, and they will be hoping 
to improve on the bronze won 
at London 2012. 

However, the event has 
been withdrawn from the 
Tokyo Paralympics in 2020, 
meaning this could be their 
final shot at glory. 

Rather than focus on that, 
Rickham reckons they are 
ready to make their chance 
in Brazil count. 

She said: “I couldn’t be 
happier to be selected to rep¬ 
resent ParalympicsGB in 
Rio. 

“We’ll face tough compe¬ 
tition out there, but these 
next few months of intensive 
preparations will make sure 
we’ll be ready to shine. 

She added: “And having 
such incredible support back 
at home will really boost us.” 

Rickham, who was born in 
Jamaica, became a tetraple- 


gic in 1995 after a shallow div¬ 
ing accident, while her team¬ 
mate from Bournemouth was 
born with cerebral palsy. 

Birrell said: “I’m so proud 
to be selected alongside Alex. 

“We’ve not rested on our 
laurels after London, and 
we’ve been working really 
hard to ensure our place in 
the SKUD was beyond doubt. 

“I’m ready to face the com¬ 
petition in Rio, and can’t wait 
to start racing.” 

The duo have been select¬ 
ed alongside Stephen Thom¬ 
as, John Robertson, Hannah 
Stodel and Helena Lucas 
MBE. 

Sailing team leader and 
RYA Olympic and Paralym¬ 
pic manager Stephen Park 
OBE said: “There’s no doubt 
that Rio is an incredibly chal¬ 
lenging environment to com¬ 
pete in, and the sailors will be 
focussing all their energies 
on learning the intricacies of 
racing in Guanabara Bay. 

“All of these athletes have 
been to the games before and 
with the removal of sailing 
from the Tokyo 2020 pro¬ 
gramme, this could be the 
last opportunity for them to 
perform. 

“So we will be working all 
out with them and doing all 
we can to ensure they fulfil 
their medal potential in Rio.” 

SKUD 18 sees the duo con¬ 
trol a lead assisted skiff, us¬ 
able by both disabled and 
able-bodied athletes. 

The Paralympic Games 
will follow after the Olym¬ 
pics, running from Septem¬ 
ber 7 to 18.
